Leeds  "and  Grouville,  your  Committee  would  reqotomood  that  the 
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Hum  of  $111.21,  the  balance  on  the  half  due  by  Leeds  and  Gienville, 
bo  paid. 

7.  Your  Committee  have  carefully  read  over  an  abstract  statement 
from  the  County  Treasurer,  relating  to  amounts  exjK'nded  by  these 
United  Counties  in  the  years  1871  and  1872,  for  building  an  addition 
to  the  Glaol  of  the  United  Counti^'s  of  Leeds  and  Grenville,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $6,294.66.  Your  Committee  therefore  reconnr.end 
that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  apply  to  the  Piovincial  lioverunieut 
of  Ontario  for  such  sum  of  money  as  those  Counties  are  entitled  to 
under  the  provisions  of  tlie  Act  37  Vic,  chap  31,  for  building  rn 
addition  to  the  Gaol  of  the  United  Counties  of  Leeds  and  Grenville 
in  the  year  1871-72,  no  ram  having  been  appropriated  from  the 
Upper  Canada  Building  Fund  l)efoi*e  or  since  the  passing  of  the  saiil 
Act,  or  from  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  Ontario,  for  the  constvuctioi* 
of  the  said  addition  to  the  Gaol,  or  for  any  alterations  therein  sincvj 
its  first  construction. 

8.  Your  Committee  have  carefully  read  over  a  letter  from  William 
Moyle,  a  police  officer  at  Kingston,  a^^ldressed  to  the  County  Trea- 
surer, asking  if  a  by-law  has  been  passed  by  this  Council  relating  to 
the  arrest  of  criminals  by  police  officers  and  others,  and  to  know  if 
this  Council  has  granted  him  .f  20  for  the  arrest  of  Thomas  Mills  for 
horse  stealing.  Your  Committee  recommend  th3  said  letter  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Council. 

9.  They  have  also  examined  an  order  from  the  Judge  of  the 
County  of  Frontenac,  ordering  the  Treasurer  of  these  Counties  to 
pay  the  sum  of  $20  to  Wm.  Hoyle,  the  reward  for  apprehending 
George  Magell  for  horse  stealing.  Your  Committee  cannot  recom- 
mend the  payment  of  the  same, 

10.  Your  Committee  have  carefully  read  over  and  examined  an 
abstract  statement  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts  up  to  the  10th  of 
November,  1874,  together  with  the  letter  explaining  the  same, 
showing  a  balance  now  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal  to  his  credit  of 
$1,009.80,  which  he  thinks  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  en  the  ordinary 
business  of  tl  e  Counties  until  the  assessments  are  paid  in. 

11.  Your  Jommittee  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  sum  of  ten 
cents  per  mile  each  way  be  paid  to  County  Councillors  for  travelKng 
expenses,  instead  of  five  cents,  as  heretofore.

To   the   Honorable   the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario.     The  petition  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  United 
Co'mties  of  Leeds  and  Grenville,  humbly  sheweth  : 
That  the  88th  section  of  the  Act  37  Vic,  cap.  7,  provides  that  all 
Sheriffs'  advertisements,  and  other  legal  and  official  advertisements, 
shall  be  published  in  such  newspapeis  as  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  from  time  to  time  directs,  and  that  under  the  operation  of 
the  said  section,  the  Quarterly  Returns  of  Convictions  made  by 
Justices  of  the  Peace  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  required  by  law 
to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  Counties,  will  have  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  newspaper  designated  by  such  order  in  Council,  without 
any  restriction  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  same,  while  the 
expense  is  paid  out  of  the  County  funds. 

Tiiat  for  many  years  past,  the  advertising  of  the  General  or 
Quarter  Sessions,  and  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  including  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Returns  of  Convictions,  has  been  submitted  annually 
by  the  Magistrates,  in  sessions  assembled,  to  competition  among  the 
proprietors  and  publishers  of  newspapers,  by  calling  for  tenders,  the 
lowest  tender  being  invariably  accepted. 

Yo'u-  petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  that  your  Honorable 
House  will  be  pleased  to  repeal  the  88th  section  of  the  said  Act,  or 
so  amend  the  same  as  to  enable  the  Magistrates  in  sessions  assem- 
bled as  heretofore,  or  the  Co!:iity  Cvouncil,  to  provide  for  the  adver- 
tising under  the  control  of  the'  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  by  calling  for

iiaid  out  of  the  Comity  funds.
